Fever Convalescent. 


' In some cases of scarlet fever a condi- 
tion will arise almost in the boglnnlng 
of the attack In which the stomach will 
reject food. 
If vomiting does not oc- 


cur during the'commencement of the 


' attack, there Is likely to appear later a 


peculiar thumping sensation 
in the 


stomach, which is very annoying, caus- 
ing a very sensitive and disagreeable 
feeling of-that organ during the erup- 
tion'period. 
Very little food. If any, 


Is desired or required by the 
patient. 


Cooling drinks, such as lemonade, or 
orangade. are excellent; Ices and even a 
little Ice cream may bcrelUhcd and found 
beneficial. 
Buttermilk la most excel- 


lent, as it Is both food and drink. I 


/ 
have named a .number of things that 
may be given, not that all should be 
given. 
The eruption period continues 


only three or four days, and, during that 
" •time, as I have said before, very little, 


If any, food Is needed; and the patient 
should not be urged to partake of any- 
thing for which he has no desire. 
If 


. he has a desire for. Ice water, give It to 


him in small, quantities and frequently, 
or give him cracked Ice to suck. 
. . 


At the end of the third or fourth day, 


possibly sooner. If the previous Instruc- 
tions have been carried out, the erup- 
tions will begin to fade, and probably 
disappear by the sixth day. The tem- 


. perature then rapidly falls to a little. 


above the normal, but If there are com- 
plications, it may not fall below 100 01 
,301 degrees. The puke also decrease! 
with the temperature, although the vol- 
ume may not be as'f till as In the normal 
condition, because tho fever has pros- 
trated the person somewhat. 
• 


Then comes t^e .peeling of the skin 


(desquamatlon). which Is likely to be- 
gin In the ordinary cases between the 
seventh and ninth days. After tho first 
appearance of the eruption, the experi- 
enced nurse or hydropathlst will from 
then on exercise great caution, both in 
the treatment of the patient and those 
•who are liable to exposure.- The little 
bran-like particles of skin are plain- 
ly manifest, coming off of the skin. 
Sometimes they are very abundant, com- 
ing off In great patches or scabs. They 
are very light, and fly about In'the least 
breath of wind, and for this reason It 
is necessary to use great caution. Sec 
that no doors or vjlndowg are left open 
which will cause a draft; carrying.them 
to' other apartments, or passers-by. 
'They will alight on the clothing, where 
they may be carried for miles, and, In 
case they find suitable.soil, at once 
propagate the disease In some inno- 
cent person, who can In no way account 
for the exposure. As this peeling proc- 
ess goes on sometimes for as long ' as 
two.or three weeks, there are enough 


» 
particles given off to inoculate a whole 
city. 
Frequently' successive layers of 


• •cuticle will peel off and disappear. Re- 


lief from the fever and fading of the 
eruption should not. deceive the attend- 
ant nor the patient .Into thinking that 
all danger Is. passed. 
During the pe- 


riod of desquamatlon the kidneys are 
liable 'to become troublesome. . En- 
gorgement with blood .and Inflamma- 
tion Is tometlmes to great that It would 
almost seem as if the tiny scales had 
gathered Into them and closed up tho 
tubes: and It Is at this period that kid- 
ney difficulties may occur which may 
later on, when recovery seems certain, 
and all Is serene, suddenly terminate In 
a case of dropsy, which --frequently 
proves' fatal. 
In view of tho previous 


knowledge, which we have gained in 
regard to congestion and Inflammation', 


. It seems hardly necessary to jnstruct 


thelntelllgentrcadcrregardingtliemeth- 
odofrednc!ngthelnflaromatlon..Youw|ll 
remember.to keep the feet warm with 
the fomentations. If necessary, and then 
if it Is fever and Inflammation In the 
kidneys, use .the coltl compress; If It 
Is congestion.use a hot fomentation over 
the kidneys. -A slight cold, overeating, 
or even exertion cannot be too strong- 
ly, guarded against at./this period. 


, Muddy urine, abundant In quantity, 


should be regarded as a favorable sign; 
.•while the bowels, which are usually con- 
stipated during tho period of eruption, 
Vcome free, sometimes amounting to 
diarrhoea. This need occasion no alarm. 
If It does not go too far. In which case 
the Injection of a teacupful of moderate- 
ly cold water Into the colon will prob- 
ably relieve It at once, but it may be 
necessary to repeat this In an hour. 


The temperature of the room should 


be kept at about 72 degrees, and should 
be well 'ventilated In the manner I her 
fore stated, so as to prevent the fever 
being carried . to the other .rooms, or 
persons." Bathe about twice a day after 
the eruption has subsided, and follow

not too\much fever, and a coolness ot

Indiana Inspectors Find That 47 Per 


Cent Exposed for Sale In the 


State Is Impure. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 17.—Louis 


Bristol, deputy state food Inspector, 
and Prof. T. W. Smith, chemist, of 
this city, who are employed by the 
state board of health to Investigate 
the question of food adulteration In 
this state, have completed their work. 


Their report shows'that about 47 


per cent of the foods examined by 
the Inspectors was found to be .adul- 
terated. Butter, cream of tartar,' bak- 
ing powder, vinegar, apple butter, ma- 
ple syrup, attained honey and jellies 
were tested in eighteen cities of tho 
state and the report Is based on this 
examination. 

Incidentally the-fact that so'larsa 
a, percentage of the goods examined 
was found to be impure.Is used as an 
argument In favor of tho 'establlnh- 
ment of .a'pure food laboratory In thia 
state where chemical analyses of sus- 
pected foods can be made with a view 
of raising the standard of goods sold 
In Indiana.
